The two oldest chil-
dren, a boy of thirteen and a girl ol ten
years, also succeeded in escaping, bnt dur-
ing the excitement the other two children
little Willie and Sarah, aged respectively
four and seven years, were overlooked
until too late. When the debris was
cleared away the bodies of the little ones
were louna in tne ceiiar, ouinea raw a
crisp. All tbe furniture was destroyed. at
The stable was opened in time to save the
live-stoc-k, some forty-eigh- t horses and
mules. All the buildings belonged to the
Cambria iron company. Their estimate
of damages is $5,000 ; fully insured.
